As a builder of « new house, you 
could still use gas for cooking, water heating, 
end refrigeration, but not as the principal 
source of heat in your house, unless it should 
be installed before March 1, 


Q. What if I’m already building a house 
but not ready to move in? Must I change 
my plans? 


A. No. Not if the foundation is completed 
before March 1 and the heating equipment 
was a part of your construction contract, 


Q. Then why is such an order necessary? 


A. In a word — because it will help win the 
war. It is very important now to supply gas 
to our war industries and endeavor to provide 
them continuous supplies even during our 
coldest weather, when heating load is heav- 
iest. At the same time, it has been necessary 
to take care of our growing population (over
